She worked in the 
free thought and radical movement 
under charles Bradlaugh, was co­ 
editor with him of the National Re­ 
former, was prominent in the labor 
and socialist movements and was a 
member of the Fabian society and 
the social democratic federation. She 
became interested in trades union 
w*ork and with Herbert Burows, led 
successfully the great match strike. 
She has written many books on the­ 
osophy since she Joined the Theo­ 
sophical society in 1889. Her home is 
jin India.
